A meeting of Communist leaders and police officials %o discuss arrests -
of opponents of the Groze government wes held in the Ministry of Interior
on 10-11 July. Among those present were Techary Georgescu, Communist
Hinister of Interior, who presided; Emnil Bodnares, Communist Under-Sacre-
tary of State for the Presidency of tho Council and heed of the SSI; Ana
Pavker, Communist isader; Alexonder Nicolschi, Chief of the Sigurantze
Detective Corps; Major Iorgu Popescu,of the Buohareet Court-Martial;
Colonel Evulescu, Chief of the Army Information Service; Colonel Ion
Alma janu, who is known to direct counter-espionags operstions against U.S.
installations; Colonel Bercescu, whoss position is not kmown; and
unidentified officers of the municipal police. HMajor Sergel Mironov and
other Soviet officers likewise attended. The conference opened during the
evening of 10 July and continued wntil seven ths following morning.
